OPENS VEINS WITH A PENCIL 


Bled Like a Stuck Hog But Will Recov- 


er In Time to Be Legally 


Executed. 


Chicago April 18—Peter 
Nieder- 


nieyer. leader of the cat batn bandits, 
condemned to die on the gallows Fil- 
day, 
made two desperate attempts at 
suioldi' today. 


Niedetmeyer first 
masticated and 


h\\ allowed the heads of about a hun- 
died Hulphur matches Then he sawed 
at the radial artery of his left wrist 
\\lth a sharp pointed lead pencil Strik- 
ing a bone In the wrist he gave up try- 
Ing to sever the aitery and turned his 
weapon the large veins in the fore- 
ai m, which he tore open, leaving a 
Uige jagged wound through which the 
blood gushed in sttearns. 


He was removed to the 
hospital 


vheie the wound was sewed up by 
physicians. 


Tried It Again, 


"While lying apparently unconscious 


v,ith guards standing by, Niedermeyei 
made a second attempt at 
-jelf-de- 


structlon. 
With both arms under the 


bed clothing, Nledermeyer 
stealthily 


removed the bandages from the wounds 
and with sharp flngei 
nails of his 


tight hand tore away the 
stitches 


which the suigeon had taken in the 
left aim and the blood began to spint 
fiom the Incetated veins. 


He unconsciously utteied a groan 


and ma»e si 
convulsne 
movement 


H hl«-h .ittiuc ted the attention of the 
physicians and on throwing ba( k the 
ccnerlets the attendants saw with hoi- 
ror what Niedeimeyer had done. 


Nledermeyer opened his eyes 
and 


with a leering, wan smile pleaded with 
the dortoia to let him die. 


He lost a laige quantity of blood 


and was almost pulseless foi a time. 
The most dangeious feature is that 
the phosphorus has burned him so se- 
verely that It is feared his life can not 
be saved for its. final snuffing out on 
the gallows. 


Wanted,To Show Ho Could. 


In a letteif written by Nledermeypr, 


fruml cqncealed in his cell, he express- 
ey lepentanco for his career, legiets 
leaving the few who hiue loved him, 
but glorifies in his coinage and loyalty 
to his, kind. 


The reason assigned foi the attempt 


at suicide was to show the public he 
could cheat the gallows, notwith- 
standing the close guard placed over 
him 


Will Be Well In Time. 


Tonight the condition of Nieder- 


meyer was much improved and it was 
announced that in a day or two he 
would be entirely recovered.

The platform contains this plank:

BOYS FIND A BODY 


Badly Decomposed Remains of a Ne- 


gro Found Near South Pier 


of Central Bridge. 


POCKETS FILLED WITH BRICKS. 


Indicates That Man Took Hia Own 


Life. 


The body of an unknown man was 


found in the Sangamon river Sunday 
afternoon by a party of boys. 
It was 


bloated 
and badly decomposed and 
it was only after a close examination 
that the fact was revealed that the 
remains were those of a negio. 
The 


advanced stage of decomposition and 
the stifling odor emitted from the 
corpse made a careful examination 
a'most impossible even to those accus- 
tomed to handling dead bodies. 


The body was 
discovered 
near 


the south pter of tne Illinois Central 
bridge. 
Louie Malefslci, Floyd Jolly, 


C I. Weaver and Albert Dowers were 
ciossing the bridge when the 
first 


named saw the remains. 
He called 


the attention of his companions to the 
Body and a party of men >vere notified. 
The body was in shallow water lying 
In the j>iud. 
The face^was upturned 


and the arms outstretched. 
With the 


aid of poles the remains were dragged 
from the stream and a notice was 
sent to the coroner from the 
water 


works telling him of the find. 
The 


body was afterward taken to Daw- 
son's and was there viewed by 
a 


number of persons, but no one was 
able to identify the man. It was not 
until some time after bringing the 
body in that the fact developed that 
the man was a negro. 
Decomposition 


had advanced to such a state that the 
hair and sk'n, fell from the 
body 


when touched. 
It is supposed that the man com- 


mitted suicide and that the body had 
been in the water for a long time. 
The man wore coarse shoes and had 
on an overcoat. 
In the pockets of this 


garment were a number of stones and 
bricks and about half an ear of corn. 
There was nothing by which the te- 
rrains could be identified, but some 
ftf the police thought from the con- 
tents of the pockets that the man was 
one who stayed at the city prison sev- 
eral weeks ago. 
A number of cards 
and scraps of paper were found in 
the clothing. 


One spot on the bead looked as if the 


man ha-d been dealt a blow, but there 
was no fracture of tne skull. 
It is 


impossible to say how the man met 
his death. 
There is a. possibility that 


he was hit by a train while crossing 
the bridge but there is no way of 
sustaining this theory. 
The fact that 


the feflow had .Jits pockets 
weighted 


down with bricks and stones would 
seem to-Indicate that he had drowned 
hiniffelfc- 
The coroner held ajn ^nquest Monday 


morning and the jury'returned a ver- 
dict to the effect that the man came 
to hisr death by drowning. 
The con- 


dition of the body made it Impossible 
to hold it for further identification 
and the remains were sent to the poor 
farm and buried there yesterday.

They are all Italians and

Both the victims of the shooting and 


the one who had the gun In his hands 
are about twenty years old. • They 
were intimate friends and came frojn 
Calascio, Italy, had known each other 
all their life and with Antonacci lived 
together In one of the coal company 
houses at Niantlc.' 


Fulgenzi was walking ahead of Frns- 
ca. 
The latter had a single barrel 


bieech loading shot gun. 
He broke 
the gun to load it ana after putting In 
the \shell he shut it suddenly and the 
shell was discharged. 
The 
charge 


was No. 3 shot and most of it went 
into Fulgenzi's head. 
The young man 


was unconscious and never spoke after 
he was shot. 
His companions called 


for help and Dr. Alonzo Hall wag called 
to attend him at Nlantic, but nothing 
could be done and Fulgenzi died sev- 
eral hours after he was shot. 
The ac- 
cident happened abtjut 2 p. m. Sunday 
near Niantlc. 
Deputy Coroner Fred Perry held an 


Inquest Sunday night and the boy who 
did the shooting was exonerated of 
any blame. Brothera Angry. 
The three brothers of the dead man 


came from Hiverton. 
They were very 


angry and had some friends 
with 


them. 
It was said at Nlqntlc that the 


men all carried knives. 
The brothers were not allowed to 


come In contact with the boy who did 
the shooting as it was feared 
that 


they might do him some harm. Charles 
Benvenuto, who is of Italian blood and 
speaks that language and English, act- 
ed as interpreter at the Inquest and 
helps the other Italians ln»transacting 
business. 
He said that he would 


take the boy who did the «hootlng to 
his house for a. few days to 
protect 


him so that if the brothflps intended 
any harm they would not have any 
chance to carry it out. 


The, gun which caused the death is 


a ill-fated one. 
Awther man some 


years ago was accidentally killed with 
the same gun and It is also responsible 
for the injury of another man. After 
the Inquest the owner of the gun said 
that he did not want it and the Jury 
suggested that it be broken. This was 
done and the gun was broken to pieces.

ADMIRAL BARKER QUELLS RIOT 


Pensacola, Fla, April 16—In the riot 


here tonight between the poMce and 
blue jackets from warships arid a few 
artillerymen from Fort 
Barrancas, 


one enlisted man named Banks of the 
Seventh artillery, was killed and four 
blue jackets from the Iowa and Ala- 
bama wounded though not seriously. 
The riot started over the arrest of a 
blue jacket. 
Three policemen were 
at a patrol call box when r petty offi- 
cer from one of the ships 
b'ew a 
whistle signal In use on ships for men 
to assemble. 
Fully three hundred 
gathered and rushed the policemen, 
sepaiatlng them 
Two of the police- 


men backed away from the crowd 
firing as fast as possible at the ad- 
vancing blue jackets who w,ere hurl- 
Ing stones, bottles and other missiles 
at them. 
It was during this shoot- 
ng that the artilleryman was killed 
Reinforcements from the police sta- 


tion arrived at this juncture and partly 
disbanded the blue Jackets.

owing to many threats of the men 
from the warships to kill the police, 
Admiral Barker ordered the 
marine 
guards from two ships ashore and they 
quelled the riot and prevented further 
trouble.

themselves. He once saved hundreds 
of thousands of dollars from falling 
Into the hands of Morgan and his raid- 
ers and had a number of other equally 
exciting incidents in the performance 
of his duties, 


Wont South. 


In 1865 Mr. ElwOOd came from New 
York state to Macon county. He set- 
tled here and In 18B8 he went south 
to take a position as express messen- 
ger with the Adams Express company 
which, was the first express company 
in the country The express was then 
carried under contract with the rail- 
roads and 
It 
was 
nt-cessary 
to 
have an express messenger on tne 
car much as Is done now. 
In those times it was not uncommon 
to carry slaves. Mr Elwood says that 
he will never forget the first trip he 
made The express he had charge of 
to take to its destination consisted 
largely of twenty-two hunting dogs 
five negroes and a corpse. Negro slaves 
were carried for double the price of 
at regular passenger fare on the rail- 
road. Sometimes they were trouble- 
some. Mr. Elwood said that one negro 
tried to escape from him but he chased 
him and knocked him down with a 
piece of wood and fasterted him with 
handcuffs to the other slaves.

turbed anything that was. not connect- 
ed with the soldiets of the Union army. 


Worked a Plan. 
Mr Elwood says that he was at loss 


\vhen he founcj himself back at Nash- 
vlll with all the money and apparently 
no way to get it out. The attack by 
Morgan and his men showed that they 
were aware of the money being in

At the James Mllllkln uni- 
versity there la a class of boys who 
are learning to cook from a scientific 
standpoint. 
They enjoy It and take 


pride in the work and are not pointed 
at by their college friends as being 
"girlish." Men are beginning to real- 
ize that cooking Is not a bad thing to 
kilow and for that very reason the 
class of %oys waa formed at the uni- 
versity. 


Some Old Stagers, 
But trt«s.e boys who at the univer- 
sity are taking lessons In domestic 
science are by no 
means pioneers 
among amateur cooks ID 
Decatur. 


There are some old timers here who 
know more about cooking than the 
domeatltf-'Bcience boys do and the lat- 
ter must have a few years experience 
before" they catch up with these old 
stagers at the frying pan. 


The men cooks are not limited to 


those Who make that 
occupation a 
means of livelihood but they are men 
in various lines of business and pro- 
fessloho and they 
learned to cook 
simply because they liked good things 
to eat and knew the best way to get 
the goodies was to be able to make 
them. 


Does Own Work. 
Surprising as it may seem there Is 


one prominent business and club tnan 
In Decatur who does all his own c, ik- 
ing. He actually prepares all his ow;n 
meals and washes the dishes too. This 
man does' not live at home. He has 
handsome sleeping rooms and living1 
apartments but he grew tired of order- 
Ing from a bill of fare and being at the 
ago where his stomach became a llt- 
tlr peculiar he decided to do his own 
housekeeping. He added to the furn- 
ishings of his apartments a gas stove 
and all of the utensils necessary for 
cooking a meal. He knows how to broil 
a beefsteak until it Is done to the 
proper turn and he can serve some 
disties that would surprise the ordin- 
ary housewife. He keeps everything 
cleaner 
than 
in most kitchens, 
washes the dishes carefully after each 
meal and' enjoys living Immensely. 


Lawyer's Specialty. 
There is one professional man in 
the city who Is an excellent cook. His 
acquaintances who have not enjoyed 
fane of his 
favorite 
dishes would 
.scarcely suspect that he had aspira- 


tions along the line cf the culinary 
art but such IB the 
ease and the 
dishes which he pretends to make he 
can serve in as good a style as any 
restaurant in the country, This pro- 
fessional man mokes a specialty of 
that delicious dish known aa lobster 
a la Newburg. There is nothing that 
is better to eat or nothing that Is 
more difficult to make but the profes- 
sional man In question will wager his 
all that he can do better In this par- 
ticular line than any woman In the 
city. His talunt as a cook Is not lim- 
ited however to lobster a la Newburg 
but he can cook meats and perform 
other feats in the kitchen which are 
Worthy of the best chef. His excuse 
for being a good cook aa well as a 
good lawyer is that he neVer ate a 
lobster a' la Newburg properly made 
but once in his life and concluded that 
hp must himself learn how to do It 
before he could ever again please his 
fancy. 
Thawed Hin Pies. 
Another pi eminent man in Decatur 
who has held offices which brought 
him Into notice la a first class cook. 
He is a busy man In his line and he 
did not tako up cooking because he 
thought he would enjoy it but he was 
driven to thu cook stove by force of 
circumstances. 


This young man was frequently left 


alone in the family home. When mo- 
ther, slaters and housekeeper all left 
ae would be alone for u day or two at 
a time. The kind hearted females al- 
ways left a. iiupply of thing to eat on 
hand but in the winter time the fires 
were always out and the frost did Its 
work. He ate three cold meals a day 
on many dlfi'erent times but when he 
was left alon a during very cold Weath- 
er he waa forced to put a pie In the 
kitchen stova to thaw It out. That 
was too much and decided to give up 
the idea of carrying cooked supplies In 
the house and can now prepare as nice 
a meal as one would care to eat, 


Learned Right. 
One man In the City who can cook 


and can do It well Had good training. 
He spent some months of his life on 
a ranch in the west and there eating 
was an Important occupation, A first 
class ranch cook was in charge of 
the kitchen and the 
Decatur man 
learned how to put a good meal on 
the table with limited facilities. 
Members of the Country club of 


dignified mariner In business life have 
been known to do such things as cook 
beefsteads on the club house kitchen 
stove. 


These are only a few of the Decatur 


men who cart cook. There are quite a 
number who understand the art, They 
do not say much about their accom- 
plishments in this line but friends get 
the enjoyment of their genius when 
their wives are away from home.

THE STATE ENCAMPMENT 


Springfield Making Preparation for 


Reception of Veterans. 


The conimittee which have in charge 


the matter of the G. A. R. state en- 
campment are getting busy how and 
they have found that they have an 
immense amount of work to do'before 
the encampment on April 26, 27 and 
28. A sheet has been Issued and sent 
cut all over the state giving the names 
of about fifty hotels 
and boarding 
houses which will have 
accommoda- 
tions and the prices of each. The va- 
rious corps have been asked to send 
in names of those who. are coming and 
the places where they wish to stay. 
As these names come in they are reg- 
istered. From present indications the 
committee thinks that there will be 
1500 
delegates and about 5000 visitors 
here during the encampment. 
That 


many people can be accommodated 
under the system that has been adopt- 
ed.It has been decided to have a tent 
erected on the public square as a 
bureau of Information. Books for reg-

A protest against granting htm and 


his associates a charter 
under the 


name of the Standard Oil-Company of 
Illinois, has been filed with the secre- 
tary of state by one of the old Stan- 
dard Oil companies. 
Perhaps many persons-are not aware, 


of that fact but there are several Stan- 
dard Oil companies. 
The one which 


has for years been transacting busi- 
ness at Decatur is an organization li- 
censed under the laws of the state, of 
Kentucky but Its business is not con- 
fined to the state in whteh its char- 
ter was Issued. 


The Standard Oil companies of In- 


diana, of Ohio, ot' Pennsylvania, of 
New York and other states, all sepnr- 
at organizations, but , owned by the 
same men. Then there IR the great big 
concern more recently organized under 
the laws of New Jersey. While all of 
these concerns transact business as 
though they were In no way related, 
the profits all go to a common center. 


The men who own all of theso con- 


cerns have never organized under the 
laws of the state of Illinois and so fur 
as known, although they have made a 
protest against the application of H. 
Maxon and hl.i 
associates, there Is 


really nothing from a legal standpoint 
upon which they can base their claim 
that Maxon should be barred from the 
use of the name, Standard Oil Co. 
That protest perhaps does not wor- . 
ry M. Maxon us much as does the ac- 
tion of the fire commissioners of th« 
askeil,

THE COAL TRUST NEXT. 


Once more the government triumphs 


In an Investigation, of a so-called trust 
The victory this times comes from the 
decision of the United States supreme 
Ccurt, requiring the various anthracite 
jailroad companies to produce books 
and contracts which will thiow light 
upon the airangement between them 
and the coal companies whereby freight 
rates and the prices of fuel are fixed 
The Immediate beneficiary Is the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, as the 
decision confirms that body in its 
claim that it must have access to doc- 
uments which it believes maj aid In the 
sclutlon of piobtems brought before it. 
The importance of this point can hard- 
ly be exaggeiated Had the ruling of 
the United Statss Circuit Court been 
sustained, the commission would have 
been greatly hampered in Its work, if 
rot actually transformed Into a use- 
less body. 


For years It has been openly charg- 


ed and commonly believed that the an- 
thracite interests are in a combination 
to restrain Interstate commei ce There 
Is a little independent production in 
thp coal fields, but it is without in- 
fluence In the market. Eveiy month a 
certain group of men meet In New 
York and fix prices at which coal is 
t-> be sold to dealers. Only a few days 
ago these men announced the schedule 
for April and intimated that there 
would be an advance of ten cents a 
ton a month until September as has 
been the practice for 
several years 


The monopoly Is 
virtually complete 


and It is needless to say that its op- 
eiation has added enoimously to the 
cost of living in the aggregate. 


Perhaps the 
anthracite trust will 


continue In business whatever is dis- 
closed by this Investigation, but it 
will be generally acknowledged that 
the prospects for learning the truth 
regarding Its practices and for a Fed- 
eial suit against it under the Sherman 
antl-tiust law are brighter than ever 
before.

The 
Blnghampton paper, no doubt, made 
special effort for Its initial number. The 
Decatur Herald simply prints large edi- 
tions to accommodate the enterpris- 
ing business men of this city who have 
demonstrated that success can only 
come through newspaper publicity. The 
Champaign Gazette is Itself an excel- 
lent Illustration of newspaper enter- 
prise, but It-has a bad memory about 
ita neighbors. 
That's all. 


NOT ADVERTISED. 


If the St Louis exposition is a fail- 


ure It will be because so little has 
been done to advertise it Within two 
weeks of the opening 99 out of a. 100 
people do not know even thut such a 
show Is to be given The concessionar- 
ies have formally 
demanded of tho 


management that $1 000,000 be spent In 
publicity through the newspapers and 
otherwise So far little or nothing has 
been done to bring the great fair to 
public notice The 
newspapers have 


been regarded as "easy" and anxious to 
donate pages to the fair. All others 
have been paid but those who can 
reach the public have accepted the 
fair matters purely as news. 
They 


have declined to be "worked." At the 
very opening the fair Is confronted 
with a great exhibition but aside fiom 
the railroads and the individual exhib- 
itors theie has been no apparent ef- 
fort to bring It before the people. The 
exposition management ought to have 
learned that no business can thrive 
unless you thoroughly adveitlse.

An immense amount 
ot attention has been directed of late 
to classifying the wages paid in the 
various trades with comparison to the 
cost of living. The government bur-' 
eaus of satistldd 'and thfe labor unions 
have served to mode the income of the 
to.il miner or the brick layer a matter 
of common 
property. 
Considerable 
niystery still, however, seems to .sur- 
round the incomes of the leading pro- 
fessions. In every profession a few 
names will at once occur to one which 
are associated with enormous salaries 
or fees. The actual statistics of the 
aveiage incomes of the leading pio- 
lessions, as a matter of fact are full 
of surprises, There is pronably no pro- 
fession in which the compensations 
measured In the most piactlcal way 
vary so widely as in that of medicine. 
Public opinion Is all wrong, or nearly 
10 It is safe to say, In its judgment in 
tn j matter. The average physician, 
especially in large cities, is commonly 
supposed to be moderately 
wealthy, 


ivhile few of them are actually poor. 
As a matter of fact, physicians raiely 
have much property «u their death, and 
a considerable proportion of them are 
ictually burled at the expense of their 
friends. The case will be racalled of 
i physician, well known in New York, 
.leaving ,in estatf of $4,000. His case is 
not tin unus'ual one. 


It Is probable that in New Yoik 


there are ot least ten physicians with 
incomes of $50,000 yearly, and perhaps 
fifty more who eain $25,000. After 
these there are upward of two hundred

It will probably be safe to place the 
average salary of public school teach- 
ers at ?700 a year. 


In the great colleges and universities 


a salary of $5,000 is considered rather 
a plum. The assistant professors on 
the other hands, often receive very 
meager salaries. Taking into consider- 
tlon then the great number of small 
colleges where the salaries are often 
very small, the average doubtless does 
not exceed »2,000 a year for the college 
professor. 


It is extremely difficult to calculate 
any generaj average income for law- 
yers, for obvious reasons. The day oj 
thu individual would seem to me pass- 
ing. Clients now form themselves into 
sydlcates to divide the expenses, while 
the most lucrative position is that of 
the corporation or trust lawyer, who 
often receives an enormous Income
